. Mien, Ga., December 8.—(Special.)—As 
a result of the unprovoked killing of 
Marehal Brinson by a negro this after- 
noon, at Midville, a small village near 
here, a bitter feeling has been engen- 
dered, which may result in further 
trouble. 

The negro who killed Marshal Brin- 
eon escaped, and on a cal] from Midville 
the sheriff of the county and a large 
number of armed men, with bloodhounds, 
have left for that place on a special 
train for the purpose of hunting down 
the slayer. 

Negro Killed Without Provocation. 

The negro killed the marshal without 
any provocation. The negro, with 
others of his race, was on the street 
@nd was making a disturbance. The 
marshal told the negro he must be quiet 
and ordered him to appemr in the city 
court tomorrow morning. 

As the officer was turning away the 
negro pulled a pistol, thrust the wea- 
pon against the officer's body, and fired 
three times. One bullet passed through 
the marshals body and two lodged in 
his abdomen. The officer fell to the 
sidewalk and died almost instantly. So 
close was the negro’s pistol to Mar- 
shal Brinson’s body that his clothing 
Was set on fire by the shots.

Late advices indicate 
that this swamp is surrounded by 4 
large number of whites, and that the 
bloodhounds will be sent in to drive 
the negro out. ;

One Hundred Rifles Have 
Been Captured at Goldfield 


MINES WILL BE REOPENED

Oveners Intend to Make the Mines 
“Open” — The United States 
Troops Have Gone Into 
Camp’ Near the 
Mines.

Goldfield, Nev., December 8.—Captain 
of the Consolidated Mines Com- 
pany’s detective patrol, reported last 
night that he had seized one hundred 
rifles that had been hidden presumably 
by union miners within a short distance 
of Goldfield. 

This is presumed to be a part of the 
cache of arms and ammunition which 
the miners are represented to have col- 
lected during the last few days. 

wptain William Cox, ‘the representa- 
tive of Governor Sparks in Goldfield, 
stated this evening that he had infor- 
mation from. the Mine Owners’ Associa- 
tion that an attempt will be made dur- 
ing the week to reopen the mines here 
with nonunion mea. 

Nine Companies of Troops. 

This information was communicated? to 
the governor and is in the hands of Colo- 
nel Alfred Reynolds, commanding the 
federal ‘troops now encamped in this 
cliy. 

There ate nine companies .of troops 
here, the second detachment from Monte- 
rey having gone into permanent camp 
on Combination hill, within 300 yards 
of the mill of the Goldfield Consolidated 
Company. The first detachment which 
came from San Francisco remains in the 
camp established in the northwestern 
part of the town, | !-2 miles'from the 
nearest mine. 

Colonel Reynolds, commanding all the 
troops here, is quartered in a tent in 
the first camp and will remain there. 
He refuses to say whether he will detail 
soldiers to patrol the mines when the 
attempt is made to reopen, but merely 
states that the troops are here to pre- 
serve order, and that they are prepard 
to handle the situation. 

Sheriff Has Gone,.Awnay. 

Sheriff Ingalls, of Esmeralda county, 
in which Goldfield is located, has gone 
away to some distant mines, and the 
sheriff's office is in the hands of Under 
Sheriff Bert Knight, who asserts that 
he is amply able to handle any crisis 
that may arise from.the attempt to re- 
open the mines, 

He has sworn in a dozen deputies. He 
characterizes * the statements made by 
the mine owners that the union men are 
arming themselves and preparing to 
make trouble, as false, and says that 
in. his ‘belief there will be no effort 
made to prevent the mine owners from 
working the mines with whatever men 
they may employ. 

A telegram which the sheriff gent to 
Governor Sparks protesting against the 
presence of federal. troops in Goldfield 
remains unanewered.

Stockholm, December 8.—Oscar II, 
king of Sweden, died at 9:10 o’clock this 
morning. The death of the venerable 
monarch occurred in the royal apart- 
ment of the palace. where, surrounded 
by the members of his family, includ- 
ing the agéd Queen Sophia and the 
crown prince, Oscar Gustave, and high 
ministers of state, the inevitable end

|New King on Throne. 

The succession to the throne of Swe. 
den now passes to Oscar Gustave 
Adolphe, Duke of Vermland, the oldest 
son of the late king. At a meeting of 
the council of state this afternoon the 
new king took the oath cf allegiance 
under the title of Gustave V, and 
adopted the motto, “With the People 
for the Fathealand.”” The prince then 
took the oath of allegiance, and the new 
monarch accepted the homage of the 
state officials. 


The last hours of the expiring mon- 
arch were passed in unconsciousness. 
and up to the end he gave no sign of 
recognizing thdse about him. The 
queen was griefstricken because he 
could not bid her farewell. All through 
yesterday the king had remained in a 
comatose condition. At times there 
were faint signs of conscious percep- 
tions as the attending physicians 
brought some temporary relief to the 
patient sufferer. But their ministra- 
tions were without avail, and they held 
out no hope last night beyond a promise 
to keep the spark of life burning for 
yet a few hours. 

Believing that death would not occur 
until morning, the members of the 
royal family and the cabinet ministers 
withdrew and the physicians left their 
patient in the hands of the nurses soon 
after midnight. Within an hour or two, 
the doctors were called again to the 
sick room and administered further 
stimulants, but at 5:15 the gentlemen 
of the king's court were aroused and 
ordered to appear at once fn the bed 
chamber. The premier and the highest 
court officials, together with all the 
members of the king's family, assem. 
bled there and’ remained at his side 
until the end came. 

Lamentations for Oscar’s Death. 

In the palace court yard in tne dim 
gray mist of the morning, stood 4 
erowd of schoolboys, King Oscar's 
most devoted friends.

Proclamation to People. 

Gustave V has published a_ procla- 
mation addressed to the administrative 
and ecclesiastical authorities, inform- 
ing them of his accession to the throne 
and a further proclamation addressed 
to the people of Sweden in which he 
refers in eulogistic terms to their late 
sovereign. In the latter he Says: 

“Providence richly endowed 
magnanimous prince with great 
brilliant qualities. His sense of duty, 
his respect for justice and his love of 
right, and his unceasing regard for the 
welfare of his subjects—these were the 
traits of character in the late King 
which we shall all remember with grat- 
titude and regret.’’ 

The proclamation refers’ briefly 
the material progress of Sweden under 
Oscar's reign, and then Gustive ad- 
dresses himself personally to the peo- 
ple, saying among other things: 

“Our aim will always be to unite our 
people in the common work for the 
fatherland. Only when the Swedish na- 
tion, as a whole, recognizes its re- 
sponsibility towards the fatherland can 
success be attained.”’ 

King Oscar had been in failing health 
for severa] years, and frequently was 
unable to perform his duties. When, 
therefore, it was announced on Wed- 
nesday last that the crown prince again 
had been appointed regent it did not 
cause great uneasiness. 

The public was unprepared, therefore, 
for the bulletin issued the following 
day which stated that the king’s condi- 
tion was serious. From that time on 
the aged monarch continued to loss 
strength, and his physicians were in 
constant attendance, as they feared 
that his heart, which wag seriously af- 
fected, would refuse longer to perform 
its functions. The affection of the kid- 
neys and the vesicle troubles also 
caused them anxiety, particularly the 
Jatter, from which the patient at times 
suffered extreme pain. 


Of Gigantic Stature. 


The death of King Oscar is not ex- 
pected to be followed by any serious 
disturbance of Sweden's political condi- 
tion. The venerable monarch has been 
slowly failing for many months past, 
and last January he experienced an 
liiness that at the time was expected 
to end fatally. <All precautions have 
been taken for the orderly passage of 
power to the hands of his able son and 
successor, Oscar Gustave Adolphe, duke 
of Vermland, who will doubtless take 
the title of King Gustave. 

King Oscar has long been one of the 
most interesting figures of European 
royalty, his descent from Napoleon's 
great field marsha!, Bernadotte, his 
gigantic stature and his family connec- 
tion with many of the other great 
houses of Europe combining to give 
him an interesting personality. His 
truly democratic habits have made him 
idolized by his subjects, who regarded 
him more as father than a monarch. 
{t was Kine Oscar’s devotion to the 
tause of peace that attracted the at- 
tention of both the United States and 
Great Britain when the latter coun- 
tries were framing the Olney-Paunce- 
fote general treaty of arbitration, the 
focument naming King Oscar as final 
arbitrator, whenever those representing 
the two countries fail to aggee. 

He Died of a Broken Heart. 

Under King Oscar, Sweden’s stability 
and progress have been uniform until 
the events culminating in the recent 
separation of Norway. The final suc- 
tess of the separation was a grievous 
blow to the aged king.

Politically, however, 
neither Sweden nor Norway is likely 
to be disturbed by King Oscar’s demise, 
since each has now adjusted itself to 
the new order of affairs. In one re- 
spect the change of monarchs may ame- 
liorate the relations between Sweden 
and Norway, as the new king's son, 
who now becomes crown prince, is 
united tn marriage to the queen of 
Norway. 

The new king, Gustave, much re- 
sembles his father in gigantic stature 
and in light Saxon blonde features. 
The young monarch is’ not unused to 
the cares of state, as he has frequent- 
ly acted as regent during the illness | 
and absence of his father and has dis- 
played good sense and ability.

New York, December 8.—The events of 
the past week in the financial world 
have been such as usually mark the 
gradual return of confidence and the 
restoration of normal conditions in the 
banks. The decision of the secretary 
of the treasury to issue only about $40,- 
000,000 of the $150,000,000 in new se- 
curities, which he expressed a willing- 
ness to issue if conditions required, the 
disclosure of unusually strong reserves

of the week which have tended to- 
wards stability and reassurance. 
Plethora of Money in the Spring. 
The action of the secretary of the 
treasury, in limiting the issues of se- 
curities, was a part of tire original plan 
recommended to him to meet the situa-

| tion by a resolute and adequate measure, 


but to carry the execution of the meas- 
ure no farther than circumstances re- 
quired. The result of Mmiting the is- 
sue Of the Panama 2 per cent bonds to 
$25,000,000, and the one@eyear treasury 
certificates to about $15,000,000, wil] be 
to considerably simplify the problem of 
treasury management and money Mar- 
ket conditions during the spring. It is 
anticipated by far-sighted bankers here 
that there will be a plethora of money 
soon instead of a dearth, and it will be 
necessary to reduce in some way the 
large volume of currency which has been 
brought into use during the crisis. 

Increase of Money in Circulation. 

The increase in momey jn circulation 
outside the treasury, as snown by the 
monthly statement of the treasury de- 
department for November, was $131,872,- 
887. Of this amount the increase in gold 
in the country is computed at about 
$72,000,000, including domestic produc- 
tion as well as importation from abroad. 
The other principal form of increase is 
in bank circulation, in which an _  in- 
crease of $7,533,521 was obtained by the 
disbursement of bank noies held in the 
treasury cash, and $46,237,730 was ob- 
tained by actual increase in the notes 
issued by the comptroller and  out- 
Standing. 

There have been fears in some quar- 
ters that if anything approximating 
$100,000,000 in new bank notes were is- 
sued upon the security of the new one- 
year certificates the resulting inflation 
would expel gold in large amounts aft- 
er the credits established by the crop 
movement were exhausted. This dangef 
will be reduced to a minimum by tne 
relatively small issues made by the 
treasury, and if small amounts in gold 
should be exported, it is felt that they 
could be spared, in view of the large 
gold resources in the country, to which 
President Roosevelt called attention in 
announcing the new loans. The total 
gold in the country reported by the last 
treasury statement is $1,561,714,719, 
which is equal to more than 50 per cent 
of the total money in circulation. 

Further Increase in Bank Notes, 

Some further increase in bank circula- 
tion is expected here upon the Panama 
bonds and the treasury certificates, but 
it is belleved that the bonds will be de- 
posited in many cases as security tor 
the public money which has been left 
with the banks, and will not be employ- 
ed as a basis for circulation until the 
one-year certiflates are canceled in the 
spring, when money withdrawn from 
banks by the treasury for the redemp- 
tion of the certificates will release the 
bonds and the latter can then be sub- 
Stituted for the certificates as security 
for circulation. If this proves to be the 
case, the increase in bank circulation 
will not be very great-during the next 
few months, and may even turn down- 
ward aS s00n as it becomes apparent 
that the banks have a large accumula- 
tion of cash for which there is little 
demand. 

The reports of the condition of the 
national banks on December 3, which 
are being published in various localities 
and are gradually reaching the comp- 
troller of the currency, are verifying 
the anticipations of leading bankers that 
large reserves would be disclosed in the 
interior banks, that the disclosures would 
tend to restore confidence, and that the 
banks would be willing to release such 
excess reserves after making their state- 
ments. A rough calculation of the re- 
ports of the Ohicago banks, including 
some state banks, indicates reserves of 
nearly 35 per cent. About the same 
proportion is reported from New Orleans, 
and still higher reserves at smaller 
places, where the law only requireg 15 
per cent, including deposits in reserve 
cities. The fact that two failures of 
national banks of a certain degree of 
importance have occurred during the 
week without apparently causing any 
shock to confidence, even in their own 
localities, and still less in the financial 
centers, is regarded here as another fa- 
vorable indication of the state of the 
financtal markets. 

The New York Situation. 

The increase Of $4,671,000 in actua] 
cash in the New York clearing house 
banks ig regarded here as one of the 
symptoms that the currency crisis, ag 
euch, is practically over. The reduction 
of loans by about $11,600,000 is also con- 
sidered a favorable indication of dimin- 
ished pressure. The increase in the re- 
quired reserve of $6,779,000 reduces the 
deficit in New York reserves to $46,2/0,- 
000, and part of this will be covered py 
gold yet to arrive, 

Not much ig expected among New York 
bankers in the way of currency legisla- 
tion by congress at the present session. 
The fact that the gresidential election 
is approacHing and that there is wide 
diversity of view as to the proper form 
of new legislation, leads to the belief 
that the subject will be only considered, 
without final action, during the present 
session. The necessity of some important 
measure of reform is quite generally 
recognized, but the growth of senti- 
ment for a strong central bank is check- 
ing in some degree the movement for 
giving wide powers of note issue to the 
existing national banka 
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tion by the Foraker Forces, 


TAFT PEOPLE DEPRESSED 


It Is Said That Roosevelt and Other 
Friends of Taft Wanted Conven- 
tion in Kansas City—Roose- 
velt Against Governor 
Hughes, of New 
York.

Washington, D. C., December 8.—(Spe- 
clal.)—The selection of Chi ago to be 
the place for holding the next republi- 
can national convention is being  in- 
terpreted as a victory for the anti-ad- 
ministration forces. Whatever founda- 
tion there ds for the feeling a sense of 
supreme satisfaction pervades the 
breasts of the t'oraker forces, Senator 
Foraker and his colleague, Senator 
Dick, express unmitigated pleasure at 
the result of the committee’s meeting. 

For several days the report has been 
circulated that the success of Kangas 
City would mean the dominance of the 
administration, while the choice of Chi 
cago would be largely dictated by the 
desire of the delegates to be free of the 
loca] Taft sentiment in Missouri. The 
Supporters tnsist that 
other factors dictated the choice of Chi- 
cago. 

No Satisfaction in Taft Camp. 

It is very evident, however, that 
there is no satisfaction in the Taft 
camp over the committee’s action. On 
the other hand, the Foraker contingent 
is jubilant. 

Judson Lyons, of Georgia, would 
neither affirm -nor deny the report that 
he had changed from the anti-Roose- 
velt to the administration forces. He 
says he had not heard the report. He 
would not be pinned down to a definite 
yes or no. He voted for Chicago. 

Tom Blodgett, of Georgia, declares the 
gossip in the meeting of the committee 
was entirely favorable to Senator Fora- 
ker. Discussing the rumor circulated 
here, he says that the figures were just 
reversed, and that thirteen southern 
committeemen were for Foraker, and 
only four for the administration pro- 
gram. 


Talk of Cortelyou. 

There was some talk of a movement 
to put Cortelyou in nomination, and it 
was charged that Frank H. Hitchoock, | 
first assistant postmaster general, was! 
managing the Cortelyou campaign. It 
does not appear that this program is fa- 
vored by the president, for his loyalty 
to Taft is said to be unghaken. It is 
known, however, that he would support 
the secretary of the treasury rafher than 
see the nomination go to Governor 
Hughes, of New York, or Senator Fora- 
ker, neither of whom acknowledge. al- 
legiance to the present occupant of the 
white house.

Report of Fourth Assistant 


Postmaster General .|ssued, 


GROWTH OF R. F. D. SERVICE 


Important Recommendations Made 
in Annual Report of Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster General. 
Millions of Letters in 
Dead Letter Office. 


The report of the fourth assistant 


postmaster general has been issued, and 
contains a number of important rec- 
ommendations, chief among which is 
that carriers on rural free delivery 


routes be permitted to carry parcels of 
not greater weight than eleven pounds. 
It ig also recommended that rural 
carriers wear regular uniforms in fu- 
ture, and that appropriation be made 
for the publication of a street directory 
of the principal cities of the United 


States. 
The report, in abbreviated form, 


follows: 


Division of Rural Delivery. 


The extension of the rural delivery service 
throughout the country has continued during 
the past fiscal year, but there has been a 
marked decline in the requests for new ser- 
vice, thus indicating that the appropriations 
made by the congress for the development 
of rural delivery have fully equaled the de- 
mand. During the fiscal year ended June 
80, 1907, 2,554 petitions were filed, a de- 
crease of 2,183 as compared with the number 
filed during the preceding year. Of the pe- 
titions filed, 1,804 were accepted for inves- 
tigation. Petitions are not 680 accepted un- 
less substanfially ali of the prerequisites for 
the establishment of the service appear [0 
exist. These are that the roads shall be 
in good condition, unobstructed by gates, 
without unbridged streanre nut fordable at all 
ordinary seasons of the year; that there shall 
be a possible patronage of 100 families on 
routes twenty-four or more miles in length 
or @ proportionate number on shorter routes, 
and that three-fourths of the families with- 
in reach of the service shall pledge them- 
selves to provide for suitable boxes and to 
avail themselves of the service. 

At the close of the fiscal year 1907 rural 
delivery was in operation on $7,728 routes, 
gerved by $87,582 carriers. On 689 of these 
routes service is performed triweekly. On 
nearly all of the remainder the -service is 
daily. It is contrary to the policy of the 
department to establish rural delivery with 
more frequent service than once a day. Dur- 
in gthe year 2,812 new routes were estab- 
lished and 350 routes were discontinued, leav- 
ing the net increase in the number of routes 
in operation 1,962. The number of petitions 
pending June 389, 1907, was 1,404. Since 
that date 582 petitions have been accepted 
ing the year 2,312 new routes were estab- 
lished. There were on hand October 1, 1907, 
502 cases favorably reported awaiting action, 
leaving the net number of petitions pending 
on that date 880. 

From the records at the close of business, 
October 21, 1907, the expenditures, exclusive 
of those for supplies, have been $26,671,699. 26. 

When the estimates for the current year 
were framed, petftions for establishment of 
rural routes were being filed at the rate 
of over 4,500 a year, but, as already stated, 
the number of new cases presented during the 
fiscal year 1907 fell off 2,188, reducing the 
demand on the appropriation to that extent. 
It was further found practicable by the 
rearrangement and consolidation of existing 
routes in connection with county service, and 
by the discontinuance of routes not suffi- 
ciently patronized to effect a saving of §272,- 
000 on the year’s appropriation. The esti- 
mated cost of rural carriers’ leaves of ab- 
sence wag $892,000. Only $704,337.46 of this 
amount were expended, by reason of carriers 
failing to take advantage of the privilege 
given them. 


Inspection of Service. 


The inspection of the service during the 
past year, particularly of those routes where 
there was an apparent lack of patronage, has 
resulted in marked increase in patronage 
throughout the entire service. 

Of the 288 routes on whi® triweekly ser- 
vice was in operation June 30, 1906, the 
amount of mail handled increased on 66 so 
a@s to justify establishment of daily deliv- 
ery. During the past fiscal year the fre- 
quency of delivery has ween reduced to tri- 
weekly on 384 routes, but on 33 of these 
daily service has been restored because of in- 
creased patronage. The number of routes es- 
tablished during the past fiscal year’ with 
triweekly service was 183, making a total of 
684 triweekly routes in operation on June 
$0, 1907. Since June $0, 1907, the frequency 
of delivery has been reduced to triweekly 
on 52 routes, and increased from triweekly 
to daily on 51 routes. 

Of the 846 routes discontinued during the 
fiscal year on account of lack of patronage 
the patrons of 307 have been satisfactorily 
provided with rural delivery by the arrange- 
ment of other routes. Eighteen routes were 
discontinued because of failure to secure a 
carrier, but 14 of these have since been re- 
established.

Road Improvement. 

While material improvement in 
tion of roads on which rural delivery is 
established has resulted through cooperation 
by the department with the bureau of public 
roads, department of agriculture, and state 
highway offices, and through direct commu-’ 
nication with locaj road supervisors and com- 
missioners, very much yet remains to be done 
toward bringing these highways to such a 
state of improvement as to insure the most 
satisfactory and efficient rural delivery. 

The difficulty which the department has 
experienced in securing the improvement of 
highways on which rural delivery is estab- 
lished, Heg in the apathy of patrons, in the 
absence of highway laws and of highway 
commissions in some of the states, and in 
lack of concerted action and intelligent and 
proper methods in other states where high- 
way laws exist. 

As a result of the establishment of rura) 
delivery and the necessity for the mainte- 
nance of good roads to insure its contin- 
uance, great activity has peen displayed in 
various sections of the country looking to 
the improvement of road conditions. 

Salary of Rural Carriers. 

In the report of this office for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1906, it w recom- 
mended that the maximum salary of rural 
letter carriers be increased to $900 per an- 
num. ‘This recommendation was adopted by 
the congress. Thig increase in the maximum 
salary which may be allowed rural carriers 
necessitated @ readjustment of the salaries 
of carriers,

The resignations of 4,405 carriers were 
accepted during the year, being about 11 per 
cent of the carrierg in the sé€@vice on June 

, 1907, a decrease of 36 from the number 
accepted during the preceding fiscal year. 
One hundred and fifty-six carriers were re- 
moved for cause during the past fiscal year, 
a decrease of 11, as compafed with the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. Of this number 22 wge 
removed for embezzlement and 46 for other 
violations of the postal laws and regula- 
tions.

There are reasons why a system of parcel- 
post delivery should be. extended to com- 
munities served only by rural delivery. The 
conditions precedent to the establishment of 
rural service require remoteness from other 
modeg of communication. From the very 
mature of the service it is apparent that 
the people who receive its benefits have 
not access to the convenient and cheap meth- 
ods of transporting packages afforded to the 
residents of cities by private corporations 
which do not undertake to deliver packages 
to people living miles from a railroad. The 
star route contractors, by whom, prior to 
the establishment of rural delivery, many 
rural residents had received mail service, 
through delivery at postoffices situated in 
their respective localities, were permitted 
to collect and deliver packages outside the 
maiis far private compensation. Carriers 
on star routes are still allowed to perform 
this service and also to carry passengers 
for hire, and in mountainous and sparsely 
populated sections of the country, where de- 
livery of matis by star routes ig the only 
Service that can be economically given, these 
facilities are of great benefit. Like privi- 
leges of carrying express packages were at 
first accorded to rural carriers, but in the 
act of congress makirg appropriations for the 
postal gervice for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1904, which act increased the pay 
of carriers from $600 to $720 per annum, a 
Proviso Was inserted that thereafter rural 
carriers— 

‘shall not solicit or receive orders of any kind 
for any person, firm, or croporation, and 
shall not during their hours of employment 
carry any merchandise for hire: Provided, 

That said carriers may carry merchandise 
for hire for and upon the request of patrons 
residing upon their respective routes when- 
ever the same shall not interfere with the 
proper discharge Tf t®eir official duties and 
under such regulations as the postmaster 
general may prescribe.’’ ; 

Believing that the merchandise carried by 
carriers should be restricted to unmailable 
matter, the regulations promulgated under 
authority of this law so provide. The resuit 
of this limitation of the express-carrying 
privilege of the carriers has been that in 
some localities the people, while fully appre- 
cilating the advantage of having their mail 
delivered close to their homes, thus relieving 
them of the necessity of traveling miles to a 
postoffice, still clamor for the continuance 
of an otherwise unnecessary star route ser- 
vice because of the unrestricted delivery of 
parcels which it affords. In general, the 
restriction has resulted in limiting the mer- 
chandise carried by rural carriers to pack- 
ages weighing in excess of 4 pounds, or 
Otherwise unmailable. The present rate for 
carrying merchandise is _ pfohibitive, and 
should such rate as that recommended be 
adopted it would be an inducement to patrons 
and local merchants to utilize the mails for 
the transportation of small packages to and 
from the distributing postoffice and their 
boxes, 

It is significant that when the maximum 
pay of rural carriers was only $400, $500 
and $600 per annum, and the privilege after- 
wards withdrawn by the act of 1904 were 
accorded, this rate of compensation was in 
many instances accepted as sufficient. From 


of packages outside the mails 
privileges of extra-official service) yielded the 
carrier a sufficient income to make a $500 
or $600 salary acceptable, the authorization 
of a parcel delivery service inside the malls 
On rural routes would turn some part at 
least of the proceeds formerly derived by 
rural carriers from express service into the 
postal coffes of the United States, thus yield- 
ing revenue to the government to offset in 
part the additional outlay incurred by raising 
the maximum annual pay of rural carriers 
from $720 to $900. At the same time it would 
undoubtedly be a great convenience to the 
patrons of rural delivery, and facilitate ma- 
terially the delivery of goods by country mer- 
chants. 

Conducted under proper restrictions, such a 
service could be establighed without over- 
taxing the carrying capacity of the rural car- 
riers, their horses or vehicles. They would 
be asked to do no more for the government 
than they formerly did for their own benefit 
prior to the increase in their salary. 
Condition of Work in the Division, 
The difficulty heretofore experienced in the 
successful administration of the work in the 
Givision of rural delivery because of the 
clerical force being in two bulldings has been 
obviated by the assignment to the division 
of additional rooms in the department build- 
ing proper, and while the clerical force is 
now distributed in rooms on three floors, 
which is objectionable, still, with the conaol- 
idation of the work in one bullding, much 
better management is possible.

$7,728 routes, and it is estimated that there 
will be installed during the current fiscal 
year 1,500 additional routes, making a total 
of 39,228 routes in operation June 30, 1908. 

To pay the carriers on these routes for the 
current fiscal year -will require, it is esti- 
mated, $38,793,218. So far during the current 
fiscal year the number of routes established 
has averaged slightly more than 100 per 
month, but with an average of 180 petitions 
per month accepted for investigation and the 
establishment of additional routes without 
petition in connection with the completion 
of the service by counties, it is believed 
the additional number of carriers to be em- 
ployed during the fiscal year will be about 
1,500. 

The average number of petitions accepted 
per month for investigation since June 80, 
1907, has exceeded the average per month 
accepted for investigation during the fiscal 
year ended on that date. 

Therefore, an estimate for an appropriation 
of $35,878,000 to pay rural carriers, substi- 
tutes, clerks in charge of rural stations, 
and tolls and ferriage has been submitted, 
an increase of $973,000 over the appropria- 
tion for the current fiscal year, 


Division of Supplies, 


A complete reorganization of this division 
was begun in the last fiscal year, and is still 
under way. At this date, however, post- 
masters’ requisitions are being filled within 
twenty-four hours of their receipt, so far 
as is possible from the stock of supplies on 
hand. An effort will be made at the coming 
session of congress to secure sufficient ap- 
propriations so that at all times there wilil 
be an adequate stock on hand to meet the 
needs of the service without delay. 


Division of Dead Letters. 


Since January 11, 1907, the division has 
returned all letters containing written com- 
munications which disclosed the names and 
addresses of the senders, despite the fact 
that 1,341,878 more pieces of mail matter 
were received during the past fiscal year 
than in the preceding twelve months. 

This result is due to improved methods in 
the handling of unclaimed letters, wheréby 
25 per cent more letters can be delivered 
than was possible under the old system. 

It is gratifying to note that 1,512,465 more 
pieces of mail matter were restored to own- 
ers than during the presceding year. The 
number delivered, 5,225,792, constitutes about 
50 per cent of inclosures sent to the division 
for disposal, exclusive of printed documents, 
picture cards, and unimportant articles of a 
perishable character, 

The statistics compiled for the year show 
in detail the receipt of 13,005,225 letters and 
parcels, of which 1,011,368 contained articles 
of value other than correspondence. Of this 
number 1,354,886 were posted in foreign coun- 
tries, and 76,724 inclosed negotiable paper, 
money orders, etc, to an apparent value of 
$2,018,076.36. The currency found in letters 
received amounted to $67,715.68, an increase 
of $6,506.10 over the preceding year. 

The sale of unclaimed parcels by auction 
yielded a revenue of $8,486.36. This, with 
$20,767.01, money removed from letters and 
found loose in the mails, amounted to §29,- 
203.37, which was in due course delivered 
to the third assistant postmaster general, in 
accordance with the provisions of the postal 
regulations. There were removed from wunf- 
delivered letters and found loose in the mails 
postage stamps to the value of §$3,610.35, 
which were destroyed under proper supervis- 
ion in the usual manner. 

Attention is again invited to the desirabil- 
ity of legislation to secure an improved 
method of disposing of undelivered articles 
by sale so as to eliminate, as far as practi- 
cable, the objectionable lottery features in- 
volved in carrying out the existing law on the 
subject. It is urgently recommended that 
the necessary legislation be enacted. 


Recommendations. 


That the provisions of section 3867 
of the revised statutes, authorizing) the post- 
master general to prescribe a uniform dress 
to be worn by letter carriers in the city 
delivery service, be extended to letter car- 
rirs in the rural delivery servic.

said route or on any other route served by 
the distributing postoffice of such route or 
at any postoffice served thereby or for de- 
livery at the distributing postoffice, 

Third. That congress appropriate $122,000 
for the publication of a new edition of the 
street directory of the principal cities of the 
Umited States.

Editor Constitution: As president of the 
Retail Merchants’ Association of Georgia and 
speaking for 20,000 retail merchants of this 
state, I beg further space in your paper for 
our reasons for opposing the postmaster gen- 
eral’s parcels post scheme and to say a word 
in reply to your editorial of the 5th instant 
based on a communication from the po@- 
mistress at Newnan, Ga. 

Nobody can question the inconsistency and 
injustice of this country’s parcels post ar-

You declare in your editorial in question 
that the ‘‘analysis’’ of the postmistress of 
Newnan ‘‘presents in brief compass facts that 
removes all possible objections to the inaugu- 
ration of a badly needed adjunct to the postal 
service. This system gives the home 
merchant a palpable advantage over the mer- 
chant and manufacturers at distant points 
and will, we are sure, remove the last objec- 
tion to the introduction of a parcels post. 
Against these provisions there can be no pos- 
sible argument. Our present system is ar- 
chaic and discriminative, and its renovation 
will work infinite advantage to the business 
interests of the country, as well as to each 
individual patron of the postal service.’’ 

The weak point in Postmaster General 
Meyer’s scheme to placate the country mer- 
chant by seemingly discriminating in favor 
of the local rural route carrying business by 
giving ~ a lower rate than the long distance 
business is that the country merchant would 
not use the parcels post at all for delivering 
hia merchandise to aQustomers. His cus- 
tomers would not be willing to pay for the 
delivery of ordinary merchandise, and he 
would not be able to do so and sell at a ilv- 
ing margin of profit. Besides, it is not to 
the country merchant's interest to keep the 
farmers from visiting his store. He wants 
them to drive to their local trading point, and 
it is to their community interest to do so. If 
the parcels post were practical to deliver the 
goods of local merchants to customers, which 
it is not, it would net be desirable that it be 
generally utilized for the purpose any more 
than it would be desirable that city dwellers 
shop without going to the dry goods stores. 
The country merchant, in his humble way, is 
ag interested in building up 4 good trading 
point by displaying his wares to attract tite 
eye of the customer as is the city merchant, 
and he profits in the same by doing so. He 
sells his goods by allowing the customer to 
examine them and desires to see His store 
crowded with prospective buyers. The tele- 
phone order system would reduce the average 
storekeeper to handling unprofitable staples 
alone, for his customer, not seeing his com- 
plete stock and being without ocular temypta- 
tion to buy, would be apt to order the profit- 
bearing class of goodg trom foreign catalog 
houses, | 

It would be an exceptional case, indeed, 
where either the country merchant or his 
rural route customer would care to take ad- 
vantage of the parcel carrying privilege offer-

tions of seller and buyer. There 
emergency casts where the farmer 
order a few pounds of nails sent to his farm 
by the rural mail carrier and be willing to 
pay half their value or more to have them 
brought to him, but as @ general proposition 
Uncle Sam would find little use for his ser- 
vices as a delivery boy for the country mer- 
chant, and such services would more often 
prove a nuisance and source of disagreement 
between the latter and his rural route cus- 
tomers. At present the rural free delivery 
Carriers have the privilege of delivering non- 
mailable parcels to patrons along their route, 
and in most instances their services can be 
more cheaply utilized in this regard than 
would be possible if the government exacted 
a regular carriage fee of 5 cents for the first 
pound and 2 cents for each additional pound. 
It is a significant fact that the farmers and 
merchants are not employing the 
rural route mail carriers to transport mer- 
chandise for them when this can be done 
more cheaply at present than would be pos- 
sible under the system of rural route charges 
proposed by the postmaster general. Is not 
this a practical-demonstration in advance of 
the failure of the local phase of the system? 

Of course, the large department stores and 
other dealers doing a mail order businesg in 
the cities of the state would find the local 
feature of the new parcels post plan advan- 
tageous, for they could reach the customers of 
the country merchants at a lower carrying 
rate than the big Chicago catalog houses could 
reach them, but where would the country 
merchant come in? 

The truth ‘of the matter is that mail order 
interests in the cities are behind this scheme, 
which is designed as an entering wedge to 
eventually give them a full-fledged parcels 
post system. The country merchants know this 
and they are not swallowing the bait worth a 


country 


cent. 

Postmaster General Meyer is very zealous 
in his advocacy of his class-discriminative 
parcels post scheme, and the entire macninery 
of hig department is being actively enlisted 
in the effort to create pressure to influence 
congress in its favor, even to the extent of 
turning rural free delivery carriers into po- 
litical log-rollers, and postmasters (and post- 
mistresses) into special pleaderg in the press. 
But congress cannot be deceived or cajoled 
in the face of ‘plain facts, and stubborn 
economic facts, too. It will not stand for an 
additional postal deficit of $100,000,000 or so 
just to benefit the mail order business in- 
terests at the expense of the rural communil- 
Speaker Cannon, who has heard from 
the country, h@s expressed himself mast 
positively in. opposition to such legislation, 
and President Roosevelt, while favorably 
commending the postmaster general's postal 
savings bank plan to congress, merely per- 
functorily called that body's attention to his 
parcels post plan, going out of his way to re- 
mark that he would favor nothing calculated 
to destroy the country merchant. The infer+ 
ence was plain that the postmaster general's 
scheme. might have that effect, and it un- 
doubtedly would, 

As I sald in my letter to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Meyer replying to his request for my 
opinion of his parcels post recommendations: 
‘The question remains, and must remain, a 
simple abstract proposition of foreign compe- 
tition versus home industry, no matter how 
it is glossed over and hocus-pocused by the 
mail order politicians. Give them an inch 
and they will not be long in taking a mile. 
Things are bad enough as they are, so far 
as ‘cat’ house competition is concerned, and 
your homeopathic dose of parcels post, in- 
stead of relieving the trouble, will only ag- 
gravate it and pave the way for the allo- 
pathic dose that ig to kiil. The country mer- 
chant is as much of a necessity in building 
up his {isolated community as the city mer- 
is in the commercial life and enter- 
prise of his urban community, and the enter- 
prising country merchant does as much to 
enhance the aviue of farm lands in his com- 
munity, by bullding up a good trgding point, 
as the merchant prince in the city dees to en- 
hance the value of city lots by making his 
city a great trading center. No argument

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No Fudging by World Trotters. 
(From The New York Press.) 

If the gentlemen and ladies who can 
afford the luxury of the new sport 
involving a race against time around 
the earth are going to make a real 
game of it they should be careful to 
conduct it in a sportsmanlike way. At 
cricket or baseball a man who failed 
to make his runs according to rule 
would be declared out forthwith. The 
methods of the race course are sys- 
tematic, and so are those of boating, 
yachting, golf, tennis and all the rest. 
But going around the world in less 


than eighty days needs a code and a 


few handicaps, if nothing else. The 
other day an English officer landed in 
Dover wtih the boast that he had made 
the journey in precisely forty days. 
But he had not gone around the world 
at all in the proper sense of the term, 
He started from Liverpool, landed at 
Quebec, went overland to Vaneouver, 
thence by sea to Yokohama, thence to 
Vladivostok and across Asia and Eu- 
rope on a high parallel of latitude, 
He should have been handicapped to 
the amount of at least twenty days at 
the outset. For the distance on a 
great circle around the earth in any 
direction is about twenty-five thousand 
miles. By taking far northern lines he 
shortened the absolute distance by at 
least ten thousand miles. This was 
not at all what Jules Verne under- 
stood to be the problem which he set 
himself to solve. Nor was it what 
those early adventurers, Elizabeth 
Bisland and Nellie Bly, attempted and 
achieved. 

For scientific and military purposes 
it may be well to know that the cap 
of the planet can be circled in forty 
days: but there must be objection to 
describing this process by the large 
name which Verne invented. On the 
other hand, a greater course near the 
equator has not yet been perfected. 
It awaits the completion of the isth- 
mian canal and the railroads across 
Asia Minor and India. Still a thorough 
sportsman, with the money to spare, 
might start from Suez with a swift 
yacht, cross Mexico on the Tehuante- 
pec railway and go by yacht or steam- 
ship across the Pacific and up the 
Indian ocean to his starting point. His 
course would be about equivalent to 
the great circle, a little more or a lit- 
tle less. It should be as accurately 
measured as an ordinary race course. 

According to the present happy-go- 
lucky method, it will be possible: for 
Commander Peary, if he should ever 
reach the north pole, to go around the 
earth in four steps, for he will be 
able to face each of the cardinal points 


in turn as he follows a diminutive, 


parallel next to the earth’s axis. Bet- 
ter still, he may follow the sun in its 
course right around the earth by 
choosing a parallel which he can pace 
in twenty-four hours. But that will 
not be going around the earth. 

The recent achievement of the Eng- 
lish officer needs a more accurate defi- 
nition, and future attempts of the 
kind should be criticised on their 
merits, with all the conditions of the 
race against time stated in full before- 
hand. «

Next year Washington’s birthday, Mee 
morial day and the Fourth of July all 
fall on ‘Saturday, thus giving the pub- 
lic three double holidays. Ordinarily 
these three do not come on the same 
day of the week, but by the interven- 
tion of February 29 this year Washing- 
ton’s birthday falls just fourteen weeks 
earlier than Memorial day, which reg- 
ularly comes five weeks before the 
Fourth of July.

GIVES FINE RECITAL 


Miss Ethel Newcomb, in piano recital 
at the Grand yesterday, presented in 
brilliant manner a program which waé 
continuous in its interest and delightful 
to an audience that braved bad weatner 
to enjoy it. 

Not often are Atlanta people afforded 
a Sunday afternoon's enjoyment of 
such soulful appeal as must speak 
through good music, and the treat was 
therefore the more appreciated.

The pin will not go 
through easily, for the rubber will yield 
away from the point until you use considera- 
ble force. But take another band of a 
poorer grade, that is with less pure rubber 
in it, and you will be able to push a pin 
through quite readily. This is why the more 
expensive tires not only wear better, but 
puncture less, and are really cheaper in the 
end.’’

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DR. BROUGHTON TALKS 
OF CONWELL’S TEMPLE 


“he many of you know, last Sunday 
I preached the dedication sermon for 
Dr. Conwell and his Baptist temple, in 
Philadeiphie,” said Dr. Broughton last 
night. “It was to me truly a great oc 
casion, if not the greatest of my life, 
certainly one of the most pleasant. 

‘Y arrived in Philadelpiha Saturday 
afternoon and from the moment my feet 
touched the platform at the West Pihil- 
adelphia station, until on Monday fol- 
lowing, when I boarded the train for 
home, the great Baptist temple people 
were at their best to make me feel at 
home. 

“My first meeting with the church 
was Saturday evening, when I got in 
the iower temple, which holds about 
1,800 people. I found Dr. Conwell, great 


big-hearted, big headed, big bodied man, 
conducting consecration services, calling, 
on the members of his church that they} 
each and every one dedicate themselves’ 
as they expected next day to dedicate 
their building, wholly to God. It was 
@ great occasion. Twelve or fifteen, 
hundred men and women gathered on) 
Saturday evening to take part in such) 
a sacred service. Dr. Conwell himself 
seemed to fee] the need of such dedica- 
tion for himself as much as for his 
people. 

“Dr. Conwell knows no form of pro- 
gram. There never was a program el 
eufficiently strong to hold him. At the 
opening of these consecration services 
he presided at the organ and called for 
favorite hymns of consecration. Per- 
haps a dozen or more responses were 
given. From these he took time to se- 
lect one thgt he desired to have sung, 


and then he played the organ and led 
the song. Now and then he would rsop | 
and comment upon a verse. His cUm- 
ments most generally were made while 
seated upon the organ stool. He then 
would give oportunity for voluntary 
prayers. Then some scripture quota- 
tions were given and as they were 
given he would take occasion to com- 
ment upon special passages, perhaps 
telling an interesting story that in his 
experience thhad vitalized the passage. 
Then more singing and then a short 
talk by him, in which he seemed to put 
his whole heart and soul. Following 
this were short talks, which were more 
of a testimony of personal needs than 
anything else. A dozen or more re- 
sponses were made one after another. 
Then came the great, tender, heart- 
Searching consecration prayer. I no- 
ticed that the preacher got down on 
his knees during this prayer. 

“After the meeting was adjourned, 
then came the great hand-shaking., The 
men and women lingered about the room 
for an hour, shaking hands with the 
pastor. I was especially struck with 
this. And the pastor was not the only 
one that was looked after. On every 


hand I could hear them asking, ‘Are 
there any strangers here?’ ‘Let us speak) 
to the strangers.’ ‘You go and speak: 
to that woman,’ and so on until, I am 
6ure, there was not a person in the 
house that was not found by some- 
body and given a good, hearty hand- 
shake. 

“T learned from talking with a num- 
ber of the people that the main temple, 
workers are never in a hurry to heave 
the church. They often remain ther’ 
chatting about the work and entertain- 
ing visitors and showing them around, 
until 10 or II o'clock. 

\ The Great Dedication. 

‘Sunday was the great dedication day) 
which they had been looking forward, 
to steadily for fifteen years or more. It 
began with the Sunday morning prayer! 
meeting, which met at 9 o’clock. It 
was the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
this Sunday morning prayer mevsting. 
Twenty-five years ago ‘Dr, Conwell be- 
came the pastor of what was then the 
Grace Baptist church, and that morning) 
he organized the Sunday morning prayer 
meeting. At 10:30 o’clock Dr. Conwell 
himself preached a memomial sermon; 
memorializing certain of the dead who) 
had been conspicuous in the pbuilding, 
of the temple, and who, by reason of! 
death, were not present to share the | 
joys of the dedication. It was a very 
simple and tender message and from) 
which I gathered much of the history| 
of the great movement, which now 
stands as the admiration of the world. | 
Oh, what struggles they have passed! 
through. No wonder many of the hard! 
workers have gone to thelr reward, but) 
as he stood and told of their struggles,| 
I felt that their spirits must be pres-| 
ent, and that with us that day they) 
were rejoicing in heaven. : 

“Following the sermon was the great, 
communion service. I never saw one) 
just like it. Over two thousand cards' 
were signed, showing over two thou- 


sand people communing at that one 


service. 

“At 3 o’clock in the afternoon was & 
great Sunday school reunion and rally. 
When the temple was thronged with 
Sunday schoo! children and adults. 

“At 7:30 o’clock in the evening the 
dedication service proper took place. Tne 
first hour was given up to music, and 
truly I think 1 can say without ex- 
aggeration that the music on this oc- 
casion was the finest that. I have ever 
heard in church, and I have attended 
services in many of the great historic 
churehes of the world. The temple has 
a chorus choir of over one hundred 
voices, led by one of the most competent 
directors and organists in the country. 
On this occasion their regular choru# 
was supplemented by fifty from the blind 
chorus, a celebrated band of singers at 
the Blind institute of Philadelphia. Dr. 
Wood, the director, presided at a mag- 
nificent pipe organ. My, how they did 
sing! They sang all classes of music 
—old-fashioned hymns, modern catchy 
chorus music, and the finest pieces by 
the old masters. I am sure that the 
closing piece—‘The Hallelujah Chorus,’ 
by Handel—surpassed anything that I 
ever heard in church. 

“The music of the temple has always 
been a great feature. The have never 
stinted themselves as a church for the 
music. Their bill for sheet music alone 
pear year amounts to something like 
$500. Thev¥ never consider this at all 
extravagart. They have found that the 
music is one of the greatest assets, 
financially, spiritually and numerically, 
that the church has. They would no 
have a paid quartet choir. They have 
learned that that does not draw nor in- 
spire. They have a voluntary chorus. 
The singers come and do hard work 
in their practices, and the church feels 
that it is nothing but right for them to 
supply them with the very best music 
that can be obtained. They make it a 
source of revenue. The choir gives a 
number of receptions during the year, 
and the people come frog far and near 
to those receptions, and .arge sums of 
money are obtained in this way. 

“The fact is, the Temple is not afraid 
to plunge into biz things, realizing 
that we live in a day when oly great 
things are asily accomplished. That 
the man or the church who pegs away 
at small things has the hardest strug- 
gle; that the man or the church who 
plunges and plunmes hard and heavy 
is able to commani respect and sup- 
port. 

“Their ambition is to keep their hands 
vpon the pulse of the times and they 
have been at it ‘ong enough to know 
that such a policy ie the policy of suc- 
Cess. 

“Following this hour of song and 
prayer came the dedication sermon, 
which I preached the best I could. 
Then came the long-looked-for moment 
when the pastor whc had been preach- 
ing down in the tower temple, while I 
preached in the great auditorium, came 
up, and called for the visiting pastors 
who had come in and they responded 
with their words of testimony and con- 
&ratulation and then the pastor made 
the dedication prayer. 


Very Interesting History. 

The history of this great church is 
as interesting as a novel. Just twenty- 
five years ago last Thanksgiving day 
Russell H. Conwell, then forty vears 
of age, and having been in the minis- 
try only @® year or so, came to Phila- 
delphia to the pastorate of what was 
then the Grace Baptist church. 

Dr. Conwell entered the ministry rath- 
er late ir. Hfe. He was practically: 
ferced into it. For years his conscience 
had been grippei by the spirit of 
God, but he had resisted the call. In 
part to satisfy thig call of God to 
preach, he engaged in all sorts of 
Christian work, accomplishing phenom- 
inal success wherever he turned, un- 
til he finally had to surrender his law 
practice and give himself entirely to 
the gospel ministry. 

“At the time when he took charge 
of the little Grace church, no one, not 
even Dr. Conwell, dreamed what the 
future nad in store for them. In fact, 
just before he took the church it was 
in such bad financial shape that the 
sheriff had had it for sale. They were 
trying to build a new church. They 
had the basement practically com- 
pleted, and had a debt of $150,000 
which they could not pay. Dr. Con- 
well entered upon the work with that 
gloomy outlook. At once he began to 
grip the situation both in the pulpit 
and in a buSiness way. He contended 
from the very first that the community 
would support a big thing; that no- 
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body would rally to their support so 
long as they were going around with 
their heads down and their hands in 
their pockets. Soon the basement was 
so crowded with people to hear the 
preacher that they were literally forced 
upstairs. The crowds of people and 
the enthusiasm of the pastor rallied 
the church, infused new hope into it, 
and the debt was placed so that they 
could handle it and a new effort put 
forth to tnish upsteirs. 
Great Sacrifice. 

“T never hetrd of,..ch sacrifice: as 
they practiced. 1 hae thought that we 
bere in our strug to make possible 
our Tabernacle, could furnish examples 
of the greatest eacrifices that I have 
cver known, but I must say that for 
the numer «cf noble instances of hero- 
ic eclf-denia] I have never known this 
people's equal. Young men and young 
women organized themselves into walk- 
ing clubs, pledging themselves to walk 
to and from their work to save their 
nickels to give taward the finishing 
of the building. These walking clubs 
became great institutions. They had 
rallies, religious and entertaining ex- 
ercises, and large sums of money were 
realized in this way. : 

“Married women organized self-denial 
ciubs, denying themselves various arti- 
cies of clothing and sometimes even 
food. Business men Mkewlse organ- 
ized themeelves into bands, giving the 
proceeds cf one day out of every month 
to the mavement. 

“In this way werk was begun upon 
the upper auditorium and it never 
was stopred untid it was completed. 

“Let it be understood that this peo- 
ple have always been in debt. They 
have gone upon the principle of any 
good business man that a debt con- 
tracted for a good prospect is always 
g00d business. They had the prospect. 
They had the people. They were grow- 
ing in their grasp upon the communi- 
ty. They had faith to belleve that their 
efforts to hold the community and biese 
it would meet with success. 

‘The crowds were always immense. 
The upper auditorium, when completed,’ 
though it held twelve hundred people, 
did not begin to accommodate those tnat 
desired to attend. Hence they adopted 
what they have always kept up, the issue 
of tickets, especially for their Sunday 
evening services. Pverybody, members 
and all, had to have tickets. These were 
Obtained at the office of the church and 
at other points throughout the city. They 
have found this, they say, to be the very 
best method of handling the crowds, 468 
well as maintaining the crowd. It is 
the finest way of advertisement in the 
world. 


How the Institutions Began. 
“A number of people have as«xed me 
how the instituttong of the Conwell Tem- 
ple had their beginning. Certainly not 
through exploitation. No great institu- 


tional church can be exploited. Wher-}. 


ever it has been tri deit has signaily fail- 
ed. For such an institution to succeed 
it has to be a development. It has to 
be the outcome of a necessity realized. 
The first of Dr. Conwell's institutions 
was his college, the Temple college. It 
began while they were in the Grace 
church. The basement was the place 
of meeting. Educational clag@ses were 
formed and all sorts of instruction af- 
forded at a reasonable price for men 
and women who had to work @uring the 
day for their meat and bread. The oc- 
caston for the formation of the college 
wag that of a young man who came 
to Dr. Conwell, desiring to learn Greek, 
that he might properly study his New 
Testament. Dr. Conwell told him that 
he would see what could be done, Soon 
afterwards there came to him a man 
who had been a professor of Greek in a 
college. He had lost his health and 
wanted to find some light work. Dr. 
Conwell at once saw that two ends had 
met. A man in need ang @ man abie 
to supply the need. So he brought these 
two together, and the first class in what 
is now ‘the great Temple college, with 
3,500 students, was formed. 

‘The college continued to grow at such 
a marvelous rate that they bought a 
building next to their church and rented 
two or three others in the neighborhood, 
Soon they found that this would not do, 
and they bought a lot on Broad street 
next to where the great Temple now 
stands, and built the college building, 
which, with its various lecture halls and 
apartments, accommodates there more 
than 3,000 students. 

‘In this college they teach everything 
from trimming a hat to trimming a skel- 
eton. They operate all sorts of depart- 
ments—business, literature, science, law, 
medicine, dentistry, engineering, music 
and theology. They have a regular cCol- 
lege and university course. If the stu- 
dents have only an hour a day to put 
on their studies, they can do that much 
and when they have sufficiently master 
ed their subjects to pass their examina- 
tions, they are granted regular diplo- 
mas in the line of their study. 

‘it is truly a great sight -to see this 
mighty throng of working people equlp- 
ping themselves for life. At present 
the college runs both day and night 
Some of the brightest minds in Phiia- 
delphia are in that yreat echool. some 
of the most prominent business men and 
professional men of Philadelphia have 
been educated there. The present mayor 
of the city, Mayor Weaver, is an alum- 
nus of the literary and law department, 
He was a poor boy and never would have 
been heard of perhaps had ik not been 
for the opportunities afforded by the 
Temple colleg. 

The Care for the Sick. 


“The next institution started wag the 
Samaritan hospital, “Like the college it 
had its beginning in the condition that 
oonfronted the pastor. His congregation 
was made up for the most part of work- 
ing people. lt is until this day. There 
is not a rich Man, even as we would re- 
gard riches in thig country, in his 
church. They are all practically laboring 
people—people who Nave to work for 
their daily breaid. 

“Dr. Conwell found in working among 
the poor in the early days of his min- 
istry, when he was able to give his 
time to house-to-house work, that they 
were not able to care for their sick, 
and many of them appealed to him 
for help. The only place that he had 
to send them was tq the cfty hospitais 
and while he realized that they did 
good work, it was not distinotly Chris- 
tian charity. Indeed, it was not charity 
at all. It was the way the city had of 
taking care of its burdens. Those re- 
ceiving help did not feel that they 
were having Christian care, This prob- 
lem weighed on his heart and hé said, 
‘For hundreds of years the Church has 
been charged with the command to 
hea Ithe sick, and why not do it.’ So 
he rented two rooms, and what is now 
the great Samaritan hospital, had its 
beginning in those two little rooms. 
From those two rooms they purchased 
a house up on Bread street. Now they 
have their magnificent new stone 
building with all its magnificent equip- 
ments, healing the sick, while the 
church also tries to save the lost. 

“In addition to the Samaritan hos- 
pital] they have recently opened an 
emergency hospital down town. Here 
they keep a dispensary going, and with 
nurses from the Samaritan hospital 
and resident physicians always on. the 


lookout for emergéncy cases that are! 


taken in and afterwards transferred, if 
necessary, to the Samaritan. 

are a number of other phi- 
lanthropic enterprises such as employ- 
ment agencies, lecture associations, 
and scores of societies operating. 

“Every institution of the church is 
@ seperate organization, the church 
being the center. The church has its 
regular board of officerg that look after 
the regular church and then these in- 
stitutiong are formed around it with 
separate boards of trustees, all in 4 
way connecting the enterprises with 
the church, but having special ones in 
charge. 

How It Has All Come About. 

“I also asked how has all this cOme 
about? I asked Dr. Conwell this ques- 
tion myself and he seid, ‘I do not 
know.’ Finding that the Grace Baptist 
church, building, though practically 4 
new one, did not supply the demand, 
the church was led to buy on the corner 
of Broad and Burke streets a beautiful 
site next to the Temple College build- 
ing, and there they began work upon 
what is now their beautiful temple, 
When they bought the lot they were 
still in debt for their other church, 
but they could not stop while the peo- 
ple thronged and work was 80 much 
needed, to look after a debt, which 
they easily carried. 

“When they bought their site for 
the present temple they had 57 cents 
with which to make their first pay- 
ment. This 57 cents came to them in 
a very interesting way. A little girl 
was turned away from the Grace 
church Sunday-school one Sunday 
morning because there was no room 
for her. When she got home she told 
her mother that she was going to save 
every penny that she got that year 
and give it to Dr. Conwell so that he 
could} build a church big enough to 
lake care of the little girls who wanted 
to go to Sunay school, She began this 
and kept it up rigidly, denying herself 
candies and other things for which 
children delight to spend their little 
money. But she did not live long, in 4 
few weeks after this resolution was 
made she died. Her mother found in @ 
little red pocket book just 57 cents, 
which the child had saved for Dr. Con- 
well to build a larger place for the 
Sunday school. Dr. Conwell seized upon 
this child’s faith and with the 57 cents 
in hand dared to buy that handsome 
piece of property. 

“The methods pursued for raising 
money when they were completing the 
Grace church were ewntinued in their 
struggles for the payment of the lot 
and the building of their present tem- 
ple, Somehow they managed to pay for 
the tot, and then they borrowed every 
cent of the money with which they 
builc their present great Temple. in 
all, they have d in the last fifteen 
years over $200,000 of debt. It has al- 
ways been a debt that they Wire pay- 
ing off. Dr. Conwell says that if they 
had waited to have had the money 1n 
hand before launching out in any en- 
terprise they would never have been 
anything more than an ordinary church 
in the community. They have had to 
keep progress with their opportunity. 
They have had to meet the demands. 
They had to care for the needs of tne 
people. 

“They have never had any wealth to 
rely upom The largest gift that they 
have ever had was a gift of $10,000, 
with the stipulation that the building 
should not be dedicated until it was 
paid for. The next largest gift was one 
received. a short time ago of $5,000. The 
next largest was $!,000, and only a few 
gave thet much. The money for that 
great Temple was given by the hundreds 
and thousands of poor people that re- 
ceived its benefits and from visitors that 
were attracted to the place in one way 
or another, 

‘In all this Dr. Conwell has been the 
great general. His people have rallied 
to him in every possible way. The last 
$25,000 was raiseg langely by an ongan- 
ized movement among the women. They 
rallied and went to the men and start- 
ed a movement which culminated last 
Sundey in freeing the building from debt, 
and ite dedication. 

“Of course, Dr. Conwell has always 
had faithful assistants. His starr of 
paid workers has always ‘been large 
enough to meet the demands, and to 
them is due a large part of the credit 
for all that hag been accomplished. Dr. 
Conwell himself is away from the church 
practically all the time except Sunday. 
He delivers from one hundred to one 
hundred and fifty lectures in various 
parts of the country every year, and the 
large sums of money that he receives 
from this source goes to a great extent 
toward supporting and building up the 
oo connected with the temple 


A Word of Application, 


“Now for a word of application. What 
has all this to do with us here? Is 
there anything out of it all that can be 
used to inspire us to greater things? 
I trust so. In the first place, let me say 
that this work hag been the greatest 
insipra tion to me of any other work 
in the workd. I have known of it a 
number of years, but have never been 
privileged to study it so closely as now. 
{ believe in many respects it is ideal. 
I believe that the church should grapple 
with the problems of need in its com- 
munity; that there is no neag known to 
men that the church ig not intended to 
supply ,and on this problem | have been 
giving the best work of my life. I am 
only sorry that I have had limitations; 
that 1 have not been privileged to see 
the conception of my mind and the in- 
tents of my heart bear more fruit. 

“Lt has been interesting to me to note 
the similarity in the conception and in 
the method of development between our 
work here and Dr. Conwell’g work there. 
To ‘be sure his is on the mountain top, 
but there was a tine when he was where 
we are. I may be pardoned for saying 
that when he was no older than we are 
he wag not perhaps any further § ad- 
vanced. Our conception, I say, is very 
similar. We believe here that the church 
is a great soul-saving center; that from 
it is to issue streams of life that are 
to touch and biess every department of 
life, and we have been trying to develop 
ourselves along these lines. 

“Take our infirmary. The occasion 
which bronght it forth was the finding 
ef two women in an attic on Decatur 
sti cet, lying flat f their vecks with- 
out a thing in the world tv eat or 
wear; not a rag of clothes in the house 
—perfect morphine maniacs, with a 
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hyperdermic needle punture in every 
part of their bodies. There was no 
place in the city where. these women 
could be taken. Nobody would have 
them—not even the almshouse, We 
were up to it. Something had to be 
done. We could not turn our backs 
upon them; so, on Thanksgiving day, 
six years ago, we rented two rooms 
and started our hospital with these two 
patients. And, oh! what a _ bdlessed 
work it has been! We have gone from 
that Httle beginning to where it takes 
twenty-five nurses to care for our sick 
ones: and now, thank God, we are just 
beginning work upon our new perma- 
nent intirmary buildings. 

“It was almost in the same wy thet 
ovr working girls’ dormitory was 
started. A mother from the country 
came to sce me with a pright, promising 
girl who was soming to the city to 
work for her living. This mother 
was very anxious for her child, She 
knew something of the temptations 
that were ahead of her, and she came 
asking me if I would not keep watch 
ever her. I succeeded in getting her 
board in what I thought to be a good 
boarding house. But I soon found that 
she was thrown with associations that 
were very dangerous and that she 
was likely to be taken in. I immediate- 
lv resolved to open a place under our 
care, where we would have proper 
Christian protection for such young 
women.

particular statement will bear many rep-. 


etitions, viz.: that of all the shortcom- 
ings or neglects of which farmers may 
be guilty the failure to grow hogs and 
produce a home supply of pork is 
among the least excusable. There is 
a number of reasons why a southern 
farmer should attend to this duty; chief 
among which is the fact that hog prod- 
ucts are of almost universal consump- 
tion. Next to corn and wheatbread, 
pork in some form ts considered the 
most important, as it ‘is certainly the 
most relished, of all the foods that go 
to make up the comforrs and delights 
of breakfast, dinner and supper on the 
millions of dining tables in this broad 
land of ours. Doctors and books may 
go on and say what they please about 
the unwholesomeness and grossness of 
“nog meat,” but the people who get 
their living by eating Know better, or 
think they do; and at any rate, they 
are going to Keep on eating ham and 
eggs, ham sandwich, breakfast bacon, 
roast pig, spareribs and backbones, sau- 
sage and souse pigteet and jowl, bacon 
and greens, etc., etc., and on to the 
end of the ahphabet. Whether ifarm- 
ers grow hogs or not they are going to 
have hog meat for dinner; whether the 
darkey has his own pig or somebody 
eise’s pig he is not going to do without 
his ‘“‘rasner’’ of bacon three times a 
day.

But what about cholera? some one 
will ask. Well, what about cholera in 
Illinois, Missouri, Iowa and Nebraska—- 
where so many cotton farmers’ keep 
their smokehouses? The disease, left 
to itself, is just as bad there as here. 
I have observed for many years that 
the eryv of cholera and thieving, as ex- 
is mainly 
raised by those who have never had any 
hogs for cholera to kill, or thieves to 
steal—they have had no experience worth 
mentioning. With proper care—and not 
expensive either—cholera is little to be 
feared. The number of hogs in Georgia 
that are not killed by cholera is per 
haps a hundred times greater than the 
tota] number of victims to the disease. 

The truth is, the reason why many 2 
farmer does not have hogs is the sim- 
ple fact that it seems to interfere with 
the work of growing cotton. It is suffi- 
cient to say that there is no founda- 
tion, In fact, for any such excuse. It 
is a matter of common observation that 
the farmer who grows plenty of hogs 
and’ makes his own bacon and lard is 
the same farmer who makes the largest 
yield of cotton per acre, and is able to 
‘hold his cotton for a better price’ 
without embarrassing his creditor mer- 
chant—to whom he owes a bill for 
bacon, lard, and, maybe, corn. 

Of course, it may be generally’. ad- 
mitted that there are some farmers 
who possibly ought to be excused; or 
who are so situated that they cannot 
raise hogs. I am willing to be generous 
and issue—if authorized to do so—a li- 
cense or “indulgence’’ relieving such 
farmers. But I do not know of any 
that are entitled to such indulgence. 
They would have to be hunted for with 
a searchlight or a bench warrant in the 
hands of a fee-hungry balliff!

CHRONIC INFLAMMATION OF KIDNEYS. 
J. P. B., Darlington, S. C.—I have a horse 
that I have owneu since first of this month. 
Hie was sick when 3s got him, At that time 
his bowels were loose. The next day his 
sheath swelled up, but went down about nor- 
mal before night. Next day ft swelled again, 
and has been so ever since. Hie is weak 
and low spirited; hangs his head and will 
not eat much. He is constitpated. He 
drinks very little water, and I haven't seen 
him urinate since I got him. He gives way 
when pressed over the loins and when stand- 
ing looks around at his flanks, and often 
lies down when left in stable. 
Answer—The symptoms ‘as described 
strongly indicate a condition of chronic 
inflammation of the kidneys, the trxat- 
ment of which is not always s&tisfac- 
tory. I fear that you have pought or 
trade; for what is called a “‘swapp.ng 
horse,” and it would be well for you to 
have a veterinary surgeon to examine 
There may be other or-

important thing to do it to build up the 
general health of the animal. Hence a 
of tonics ig indicated. Try tae 
following: Give once a day a dose of 
vomica, 4 drams of powdere1 
gentian root. Or you may give 60 drops 
of sulphuric acid daily in the drinking 
water. I would also foment the region 
of the loins with blanket wrung out of 
hot water and repeated as it coolg for 
half hour or longer, followed by rubbing 
in a mustard paste every third day.

PARAPLEGIA OF HORSE. 

wire. A: Be College Park, Ga.—I 
have so often been profited by your 
viewS and suggestions from time to 
time I write to you now ona matter 
pertaining to a valued horse. 

The animal in questton eats well, and 
§ 4m at a loss +o understand his ac- 
tions, in that he wants to give way in 
Nis hips, especially his left hip. There 
are no bruises, no cuts, no swelling 
upon the limb at any point. 

My son raised his left hind foot up 
as high as possible letting go; the horse 
held it there for two or three minutes 
(possibly not so long) and then grad- 
ually lowered his foot to the ground, 
making a move of a step or so, limp- 
ing. , 

The step or two having been taken, 
however, he then walksapparently in 
no pain, not limping any, for a walk 
around the lot. He gets dawn and restg, 
but most of the time we assist him to 
his feet again, he being apparently too 
weak in the hind parts to pll up.. 

Now I recall that in the month of 
August, or during the first half of the 
month of September, this year, my son 
was hauling some green corn’out of 7 
patch in which was located a boz—a 
miry place concealed by a thick growth 
of grass. Into this bog the horse mada 
a blundering step, got down itn the mud 
to his knees and hocks. He had no 
trouble in getting out after the wagon 
was unhitched and rolled back. The 
horse was patient, and soon rolled hime 
self out. 

The trouble never showed {tself unt!) 
two Weeks or so ago, which I have re- 
ferred to above, and consequently  ] 
was slow to believe that the strain itn 
the bog kad anything whatever to do 
with it. . 

Jf such was likely the case, isn’t !¢ 
rather remarkable, and would you at- 
tribute the present lameness to such 
eause? A local physician says the horse 
is lame in hips, and that it enn't be 
kidney trouble, his urine passing freely. 
At least there are no kidney troubles, 
judging from the usual test, pressing 
hard on small of back, ete. I have used 
Sloan's liniment freely, bathed hips tn 
hot water, prepared and administered 
a tonic of sulphur, ginseng, nux :.vom- 
ica, but my hgrse don’t get better. He 
is not less than twelve years old, hut 
a splendid animal, and I would appre- 
clate your considering this letter of tn- 
formation ard giving me any informa- 
tion In return that vou see fit. State 
the probability of a cure if he was 
strained {in the bog, please, according 
to your own best judement. 

Answer—This is one of those cases 
that require a personal examination by 
a competent vetertnary surgeon to de- 
termine with certainty what is the 
matter. I do not think there Is any 
relation of cause and effect between the 
foundering in the bog of nearly two 
months before and his present condi- 
tion. Had he sprained the muscles or 
joints of the hip, soreness and lame- 
ness would have been manifest within 
afew hours. I am strongly inclined to 
the opinion that it is a case uf para- 
plegia, or partial paralysis of the hind 
extremities, due to spinal hemorrhage, 
or it may be what is called locomotor 
ataxia, which is a modified form of 
paraplegia. In this complaint there is 
usually a loss of muscular control of 
the tail. Rather than advising a course 
of treatment, I suggest that you have 
the animel examined by a professional. 
It would be no harm to give him two 
grains of strychnine twice a day until 
twitching of some of the voluntary 
muscles occurs; then discontinue it for 
several days, and then commence again 
with a smaller dosé and gradually in- 
crease the dose until twitching recurs 
Iodide of potassium in |! to 2 dram 
doses two or three times a day may 
be employed with the hope that it will 
favor the absorption of the clot that 
may ‘have formed, or other obstruction 
to the nerve current. Good grooming. 
nutritious food, but not too bulky, good 
ventilation and moderate exercise, if 
able to take it, are all to be observed,

Pared without avail. Can you prescribe for 
me? If am obliged to work her some. She 
weighs very near 800 pounds and is in good 
shape otherwise; except a blow she got on her 
hind ankle joint. She was running in pas- 
ture about a month ago and caught a stick 
between her feet; as she went on the stick 
came around and deait her a severe blow on 
the ankle joint, which is enlarged yet. This 
is on the same leg that the spavin is on. 
Can you help me? I am a poor man and 
have a large family. Many say she has 
spavin, but some say it is capped hock. Did 
you ever see a mule fired with a hot iron for 
spavin? If so, how long should the tron be 
held to the parts, and how hot should it be? 

(2.) What can I do for ankle joint to take 
the swellinz ott of it? 

Answer—(!) It is not what is known 
@s a spavin, which always appears on 
the side of the hock, or below it, usually 
on the outside. I would cai it a capped 
hock, which is generally caused by kick- 
ing against the rear of the stall. It 18 
probable that you did not persist in the 
treatment you adopted long enough. It 
usually requires several months to ef- 
fect a cure. Mix one dram of biniodide 
of mercury with one ounce of lard and 
rub on a little cnce a week. I would 
not advise firing !u this case. Firing 
is done with something like a tinner’s 
soldering bo't, heated to a dull red color. 
It-is drawn up and down in the Same 
track, not pressing the iron, and ‘burn- 
ing nearly through the sKin. Then make 
three or four through lines on each side 
of the first up and down track. 

(2) Apply the SBame treatment to tne 
knot on the ankle joint.
